Supreme Court of Canada 


Disallows Alta. Press Bill 


Ottawa.—In a series of judgmeits 
handed down on Friday last, by the 
Supreme Court of Canada, all of the 
six legal luminaries were unanimous 
in their decision amd 

1. Held to be unconstitutional an 
act to amend amid consolidate the 
Oredit of Alberta Regulation Act; 

2. Held to be unconstitutional lace 
Taxation of Banks Act; 

3. Held to be unconstitutional the 
act “to Ensure the Publication of Ac- 
curate News and Information”; 

4. Ruled the Dominion had power to 
provincial enactments with- 
jout restriction; 


5. Ruled lieutenant-governors had, 


power to reserve their assent from 
provincial legislat 
atry ‘ifstructions 
general. 

On every subject, the court ruled 
against the submissions of the provin- 
cial government as outlined at the 
hearings held here from January 10 to 
January 17, and accepted the argu- 
ments of the Dominion at every point. 

The chief justice, when dealing with 
the three bills, found it mecessary to 
examine ‘the general scheme and his- 
tory of the (social ionedit) legislation” 
of Alberta. Although the Social Cred- 
it Act was not involved in the refer- 
ence, he found it necesary to examine 
dt. His decision was that it trans-

This Week in Washington _ 


When the President a week ago 
gave his lecture on economics to the 
(Washington correspondents, he clear- 
ed up some of ithe misconceptions 
twhich have arisen out of previous dis- 
courses. ‘The troubles in the past has 
‘always been that the dissertations 


|have been conversational. ‘ This time, 


with his desk surrounded with charts, 
he went into bis subject in detail and 
mone could cavil at the general tiesis 
this balanced prices make for prus- 
perity, unbalanced prices for dapres- 
sion. 

In this column this thesis was stat-

istration. There is no merit in that;

‘turer. At one time the price of a 
bushel of wheat brought no mcre than 
‘the price of a shave at the railhead 
(Farmers could not maintain the un- 
equal struggle. The result was tha’ 
their purchases of factory goods fell 
off, debts and taxes went unpaid,,and 
even school fees had to be paid in 
kind. 

The significance of the President a 
lecture arises from the imp‘ication 
that today there are unbalanced price 
relationships. Probably the leading 
example in Mr. Roosevelt's view is t!:e 
relation say, between farm prices and 
ithe price of building. The incipient 
boom in building was killed off in late 
1936 by increased prices. President 
Roosevelt himself drew attention to 
it in April, 1937. If, instead of in- 
creasing prices, the building industry 
had reduced them, we might not have 
had the present depression. Profes- 
sor Sprague once said that in England 
the brick industry decreased its prices 
three times on the basis of an increas 
ed turnover in business. “It is just 
the reverse here,’ he axdidied. ‘As soon 
as volume moves up, up goes price. 
and further progress is then stifled.” 

But, if one is talking about the eco- 


it, the application of the word price 
must be extended. In the depression 
the greatest overshadowing price dis- 
tortion had to io with debts and in- 
The bottom 
fell through income The result was! 
that debts could not be paid, a situa- 
tion which entailed endless conse- 
quences in progressive deflation. 
There ig an economic price for ev- 
erything. Wages, for instance, are 


the price of falbor. In this department 
there are many disparities, as, for in- 
stance, between building and other 
wages. This aces not mean that all 
wages should be the same. It means 
that certain types of labor may pe- 
come so high-priced that they are be- 
yond the purchasing power of the or- 
dinary run of labor. Who can nowa- 
days afford, to go back to our illus- 
‘tration, to hire building workers? 

Two main prices in our economy 
are those for money and transport. 
In regard to money. there are many 
prices, but the relations between those 
prices are distorted; for instance, 
mortgage rates with interest on siv- 
ings. Ag for transport, this may be 
compared with the price of goods. 
transport is certainly out of line, and 
in a day or two may be boosted even 
higher. Then there will be more dis- 
tortion. Tihe result in thege cases is 
respectively to hold back home buiid- 
ing and to impede the exchange of 
Rooks. 

Doubtless the President realizes 
these ramifications of the price sys- 
item. The lay questions will be: What 
is the yardstick? How do you know 
what prices are in balance? 

For years the American public has 
been bemused by the notion that what 
the President had in mind was the re- 
storation of 1926 price relations. The 
President has never said 90, and I am 
surprised that he has delayed so long 
in denying such an aim. For going 
back is ridiculous. Economic life is 
dynamic, and the development -of 
technical improvements has no doubt 
made many 1926 prices extravagantly 
high today. Yet AAA aimed at re- 
storing the price relations as far back 
as 1910-13. 

The feeling has developed that price 
yandisticks exist in the head of the Ad 
ministration. To /be sure, it is un'ike 
the President to give simply a lecwure. 
Lectures are generally preliminary to 
action. But if the action is a clari- 
fication of the anti-trust laws, and the 
routing out of the economy of those 
private price understandings which 
create unnecessary distortions with 
(prices not so arranged, then the come

French © artichokes: usually are 
«ost plentiful in market just when 
eresh vegetables are scarce and high, 
Consequently they put in their 
appearance at a most opportune 
time because they are simple to pre- 
pare and serve and often take the 
place of a green salad. One arti- 
choke ordinarily is calculated as a 
servng, although very large globes 
may be halved or even quartered. 
Cook them whole and divide just 


before serving.

The cénter or “choke” always is 
removed before serving but it usu- 
ally is left in while cooking becausé 
after it is cooked it pulls out easily. 
If removed before cooking cut away 


with a sharp knife and tie artichoke 
with a cord to keep its shape.

UNDULANT FEVER 


Undulant fever in man is caused by the same germs that produce 
contagious abortion in farm animals. It is not easily distinguished from 
other diseases that give rise to prolonged fever. Victims of undulant 
fever often are told that they have tuberculois or malaria or typhoid 
fever. The disease can be recognized usually by a blood test and some- 
times the germ can be grown from the patient's blood. Those that have 
had undulant fever give a positive skin test for the disease. , 

By experiments on animals it has been shown that the disease may 
be caught either through the skin or by swallowing the germs in milk. 
But more germs have to be swallowed than placed on the skin to cause 
infection. This’ leads to the conclusion that human: beings are more 
casily infected by contact with animals that have contagious abortion than 
by drinking the milk from these animals. Also, it has been found both in 
this country and in France that the victims of undulant fever are more 


‘frequently those that have touched the animals or their dead bodies or 


their manure than those that have drunk their milk. And, in any case, 
milk can be made safe by pasteurization. 


The prevention of contagious abortion in cattle, goats, sheep, and rigs 
is of great economic importance to the farmer. It is also probably the 
most effective way of preventing undulant fever in man. Any plan for 
the eradication of the disease in animals will have to take into account the 


fact that the greatest amount of infectious material is present when the 
animal aborts.
